Swenson, 16 40 Charles street, who 
disappeared September 2, were dash­ 
ed this afternoon when Coroner Tet­ 
ley reported that the body was that 
of a man between 25 and 30 years of 
age. 
Swenson was 57. 
That the

twenties.

In republican circles the situation 
is different.

— conservatives or progressives. The 
Wisconsin presidential primary law
